A.nd \hereas the Klins of Deer at rnſeaſonable times of the Year, 
hath been found very much to the Prejudice of this Province, great numoers 
thereof having been Hunted ant Deſt rojed in deep Snows when they are wery 
Poor, and bisg with Young, tne Fleſh and Skens of wery little walue, and ths 
Increaſe thereof greatly nindred, 


Be it therefore Enacted by the Authorxty aforeſaid, 


That if any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever within this Province,
